(and alternately, thus permitting us four versions of the mission for cross- 
checking • The debriefing being forwarded is a consolidated version of the four 
debriefings of the infiltration and exfiltration and the two debriefings of 
Hi-'Dt'GhLR ' s contact at the house of AIPI-E10F. Variations and discrepancies between 
RIFIOLIXI 1 s version and that of AEIBX-Olh are commented on where appropriate*

A tt ) in a ravine 
well protected by trees and boulders* In the morning the men moved the camp 
to a better spot approximately 13 meters beyond* The team members rested in 
turns throughout the day* During the day, AFIBLOHK complained about his leg, 
whereupon it was decided, that he remain on the mountain while RFD0L1&R attempted 
the contact in Konispol* 0

while, found a path running parallel to the Konispol Highway, on the slopes of 
Saraqin* This path was followed at a good pace* The team crossed a ravine

From this point the town of Konispol can be clearly seen* Twenty or thirty 
electric lights were seen also, many dogs were heard from the town*

He observed with indignation that the wife was reluctant to open the door 
although she had recognized his voice. The wife replied, that she was frightened 

( ^because 9 days before , she had been deprived of her Front i Democrati card and. 
had. also been accused in the weekly "Conference" of beingconnected. with "clan- 
destine activities conducted by IbOOTiTAl.^ She was also told that it was 
probable she was implicated in the murder of Yset Osman in Korce, which the 
Sigurimi believed IICDOLIAE committed.

If he were unable to make contact 
he should, leave the material at the dead drop, he was to set the old signal 
and in addition set 3 small stones in the form of a triangle (about 10 inches 
apart) under the specific bush of his selection.

This was strictly IltDOLIAR ' s idea, decided upon without the knowledge and in 
spite of the instructions given by his case officer (reference is made to the 
Briefing reported in SGAA 16£62, lit July 1955, Attachment G para 13). He was 
reprimanded for using such a compromising article as a recognition signal and for 
having neglected, to include an oral signal as well. Rl-DCLIAR told fU the 


woman also insisted on a photo of ITDOLTAR with his handwriting on the back. 
VJhen questioned by Q 1 3 on the different versions he had given of the contact 
method., he insisted the photo wasn't necessary.
